Dear Hr. hoffaj 

I received v^ur letter of Ap ril 16th and I an at a loss to understand same as you did not 
daclda this caae on its narita either for or against us but recommended that 1 romply with, 
committee* a decision. 

During our conversation I told you that I would abide by your decision but since you made no 
aeclaion in ra.ard to tha validity of ths grievance of Mr. Kuykendall, this is to advise that 
1 will pay trie Kuykanuall grievance only as a last resort to avoid a general strike in our 
ayatan and under protest. It la my opinion under Section (1a) of Article (7) that tie committee 
ruled in error ty their decision s n d did not decide the dispute In question. I am going to 
inaiat tiat a decision be based on the validity of the claim In accordance viti. tic contract 
and, also, the section violated and amounts due on each section. 

feyaent of ti.is grievance would be clieap if we could eliminate any disagreements in regard to 

the application of tie contract and be eseured a fair hearing in regard to grievances but viien 

we can oe compelled to pay a 7an without even hearing our case and pay an arount written on a 
(ieca of pa,er wit i: no Itemized description of the claims, th< n we can no longer go along cn 
th'.a baala. If we are to be aignatore to this contract, then we should more or less expect 

to have the conaitiona of the contract and not some haphazard amount from the fignent of sane- 

one* a imagination and told to pay because we did not talk to the union after a grievance had 
been filed. 

I am also aakln* under Article (7) that we be allowed to create a state committee in the states 
in which we operate, me have never been allowed to create, as a signator to your contract, a 
coanittee in the states of specifically Illinois and Michigan and we are asking that ve be 
allowed to aa it ia the joint responsibility of the union and the operator to create this 
coswittee. Therefore, we salt that you take thia into consideration and rather than write each 
union involved individually, we are asking you as iresident of Teamsters to help us create this 
grievance committee or be allowed to have a voice in the selection of the committ.-< s as they 
exist. I am asking with: no intention of tryin Li to violate the contract or antaionize the 
..men*. r..»-ver, in orc-r :or ua to survive, »e mist have some reasonable meth»od of setllin c 
disputes and, I have no objection to the grievance procedure asset up, but only that we have 
had io voice in tr«n selection or on t*e co-mittee. 


I am asking you to discontinue ary hearings on a grievance procedure until you find time to 
great me an interview and a part in the formation of the committee which 
♦he contract awards to us as an operator. 

I recognise t 1 ia letter may seem unreasonable and that it mi 6 ht be a very W 3 H 

minor ratter to you or the union, however, it is of utmost importance to - } « 1
